“What they had was a reg u ­ 
lar org y ,” said Robert Gig u re, 
a v ice squ ad p atrolman. “We 
wou ld hav e had to g et a p icku p 
tru ck to hau l all the beer cans 
away .” 
The officer said on? stu dent, 
dressed only in shorts, was ar­ 
rested as he chased a coed 
down a hallway . Sev eral coeds 
were dressed only in neg lig ees. 
The charg es inclu ded enter­ 
ing the bedroom of a member 
of the op p osite sex , disorderly 
condu ct, p u blic indecency , u n­ 
derag e drinking and larceny . 
One stu dent was seized with 
a neon telep hone sig n taken 
from the hotel lobby . 
The male stu dents and their 
dates were attending an annu al 
statewide u nderg radu ate me st­ 
ing of Phi Delta Theta social 
fraternity . 
Police said 
abou t 
600 stu dents were attending the 
conv ention. The defendants are 
stu dents at Indiana, Pu rdu e and 
DePau w u niv ersities and Wa­ 
bash and Hanov er colleg es.

ex cise officer said he 
fou nd stu dents drinking at the 
fraternity ’s dance. He called 
p olice who stop p ed the dance on 
the mezzanine and then heard

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Two Get Life for 
Sinatra Abduction 


LOS ANGELES (AP)-Fami- 
lies of two y ou ng men sen­ 
tenced to life in p rison for kid­ 
nap ing Frank Sinatra Jr. hop e 
the sentence will be redu ced 
and attorney s for all three de­ 
fendants say they ’ll ap p eal the 
conv ictions. 
The families and attorney s con­ 
tend the ju ry was wrong . 
Attorney Georg e Forde, after 
sp eaking to the family of 23- 
y ear-old Josep h Amsler, said: 
“They told me the v erdict 
was wrong — that it doesn’t 
chang e their v iews, and that 
the sentences were so ex cessiv e 
as to be bey ond the sense of 
reality .” 
The other defendants were 
Barry Keenan, also 
23, 
and 
John Irwin, 
42. 
Keenan and 
Amsler, who abdu cted the 
20- 
y ear-old sing er from a Lake 
Tahoe. Calif., motel Dec. 8 , 
were conv icted Satu rday on all 
six cou nts of a federal g rand 
ju ry indictment. 
They were both sentenced to 
life imp risonment p lu s 
75 y ears, 
bu t first will u nderg o p sy chiat­ 
ric ex amination. Federal Ju dg e 
William G. East, in sentencing 
the p air Satu rday , said their 
p rison terms may be modified 
after the tests are comp leted in 
abou t 90 day s at the Federal 
Medical Facility in Sp ring field, 
Mo. 
Irwin's sentencing was p ost­ 
p oned p ending comp letion of a 
p robation rep ort. He was con­ 
v icted on fiv e cou nts, cou ld 
serv e 75 y ears in p rison. He 
was acqu itted of taking p art in 
the actu al abdu ction, for which 
the others g ot life terms. 
The defense throu g hou t the 
trial maintained the kidnap ing 
was a p u blicity stu nt and that 
y ou ng Sinatra knew abou t it in 
adv ance. The ju ry rejected the 
hoax claim. 
You ng Sinatra was released 
Dec. 11 near his mother's Bel 
Air home after his famed father 
p aid $240.000 
ransom in small 
bills.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Senate begins its historic civil 
rights debate today with few 
members willing to predict how 
ar when it will end. 
The 10-point measure, which 
cleared the House 290-180 four 
weeks ago and has President 
Johnson’s firm support, repre­ 
sents a broad attempt to ad­ 
vance the rights of Negroes. 
Democratic l e a d e r Mike 
Mansfield

make the first move soon after 
the Senate session begins a sim­ 
ple motion to consider the bill. 
The motion is debatable and 
Southerners have said they will 
be ready to debate it, perhaps 
for longer than a week. 
This raises the possibility of 
a double filibuster—on die mo­ 
tion to take up the bill and then 
an the bill itself. 
In past civil rights skirmish 
es, Dixie forces usually permit­ 
ted adoption of consideration

Man Gunshot Victim 
Of Youth Gang War 
CLEVELAND (AP) — Elmer 
G. Mullins, 26, blinded in the 
right eye by a shotgun blast, 
apparently was the innocent vic­ 
tim of youthful gang warfare, 
police say. 
Mullins, an unemployed fa­ 
ther of three small children, 
was injured critically by the 
blast late Saturday night, and 
doctors at Lutheran Hospital 
said his eye will be removed 
when his condition permits. 
Mullins, accompanied by two 
friends, had just stepped out of 
a West Side tavern when two 
cars sped by on Chatham Ave­ 
nue. Someone poked a shotgun 
out a window of the first car 
and fired. Mullins slumped to 
the pavement, witnesses told 
police. 
A group of 15 to 20 teen-agers 
who had congregated a short 
distance away scattered and the 
cars sped off, police said. 
It was believed the shotgun 
blast was to have been the start 
of a gang “rumble.”

Marketing Conference 
Ohio's agricultural future in 
the next five years will be the 
major topic of discussion at the 
Ohio State University’s sixth an- 
Conference Saturday, March 21. 
Basing their talks on a pro­ 
gram theme of “Forecasts for 
Decision - Making,” conference 
speakers will examine the chal­ 
lenges and changes that the 
next five years will hold for 
Ohio’s agricultural industries in 
the marketing, processing, stor­ 
age, transportation, and mer­ 
chandising of agricultural prod­ 
ucts.

event will be Dr. James A. Bay- 
ton, professor of psychology at 
Howard 
University 
in Wash­ 
ington, D C. Dr. Bayton is vice 
president of Universal Market­ 
ing Research, New York City, 
and a nationally-recognized au­ 
thority on consumer behavior 
and psychology. 
Dr Robert D. Patton, profes­ 
sor ot economics in Ohio State’s 
College of Commerce and Ad­ 
ministration; and professors D.

Prune Grape Vines Early 
Grape-growers can start prun­ 
ing their vines any time. It 
can be done between late Feb­ 
ruary and mid-April, says El- 
specialist, the Ohio State Uni­ 
versity. 
Don’t wait too long, because 
late pruning increases the dan­ 
ger oi knocking off tender buds 
as they begin to swell and grow. 
“ Bleeding” at pruning wounds 
usually is greater in late spring 
than in early spring. The sap 
flows more rapidly and drops 
more freely from the wounds. 
Actually, the bleeding causes 
little or no harm to the vine 
and in a short time the wounds 
callus over and the bleeding 
stops. Life or productivity of the 
vine will not be reduced. 
When pruning, save enough of 
last year’s wood to supply buds 
for this year's fruit crop, ad­ 
vises Banta. The first 10 buds 


on a new cane are usually the 
most productive. 
The amount of pruning you 
do depends largely on the vigor 
of the vines and the system 
followed. In general, a healthy, 
vigorous vine should have 40 to 
50 buds after pruning. Thus, a 
vine could have four or five 
canes left, each with 10 buds. 
This could mean removal of 
half or more of last season's 
cane growth. A weak vine would 
have 
fewer 
buds 
remaining, 
possibly 30 to 40, the fruit 
specialist says. 
Boosts Tobacco Yields 
Best yields of burlev tobac­ 
co can be obtained with 1,100 
pound:, of a 5-10-5 mixed ferti­ 
lizer and about 70 pounds of 
extra nitrogen on typical soils 
according to Dr. R. E. Frank 
lin a* the Ohio Agricultural Ex 
periment Station. 
Dr. Franklin says that Ken 
tucky 10 produced an average 
yield of 2,630 pounds of cured 
leaf per acre with this fertiliz­ 
er application in tests last year 
at the southern substation near 
Ripley. 
Fertilizing at this rate re­ 
sults in a gradual increase in 
the available phosphorus and

That sav ed me embarrassment 
after the ev ent, fo r Demo crats 
believ ed it had been a miracle 
and Rep u blicans co nsid ered it a 
d isaster. 
T he p o litical 
co mmentato r 
d eals w i t h v ery serio u s bu si­ 
ness. In sp o rts there hav e been 
many heav y weight champ io ns in 
the p ast 30-o d d y ears.

But, in principle, all work 
about the same. You, the bor­ 
rower, agree to pay 
equal- 
monthly installments stretched 
over a relatively long period of 
time Part of your monthly pay­ 
ment goes to meet interest 
on the money you borrowed. 
And the remainder—or princip­ 
al — is applied to reduce the 
loan. At the end of the speci 
fied period, you have repayed 
the entire loan. The size of your 
monthly payments depends on: 
the amount you borrow; inter­ 
est rate and the number of 
years you take to pay off the 
loan. 


NOW, WHICH MORTGAGE is 
best for you? Here again, your 
banker can advise you, for all 
three 
kinds 
are 
available 
through banks. In fact, conn 
mercial banks now hold over 
$35 billion in home loans and 
they’re playing a bigger and 
bigger role in residential hous­ 
ing.

A. CONVENTIONAL 
Mort 
gage Loan. Most home loans 
granted today are conventional 
mortgages. Banks and other 
lending institutions make them 
completely independent of any 
federal agency. So th$y assume 
all risk and must use the prop­ 
erty involved as security. But 
processing and red tape are 
kept to a minimum, and you 
can get quicker action and clos­ 
ing. Other advantages are smal­ 
ler 
total-interest 
costs 
and 
greater equity in the property. 
Usually, you repay in equal 
monthly installments over the 
life oi the loan. Local law regu­ 
lates the length of the loan and 
the size of minimum down pay­ 
ments. Regulations and prac­ 
tices vary greatly from area to 
area. 


B. FHA LOAN. The Federal 
government insures these loans 
through the Federal Housing 
Administration. Your bank — or 
any other recognized lender 
can make the loan. Terms are 
more liberal: loans can be big­ 
ger and duration considerably 
longer. In fact, you can take 
up to 35 years to repay. The 
FHA fixes interest rates and 
other charges. Also, it apprais­ 
es each house or reviews plans 
and specifications for new hous­ 
es to see that minimum prop­ 
erty standards are met. But you 
must pay an insurance prem­ 
ium of Vz of one per cent of the 
amount outstanding each year 
to insure the loan. The money 
goes into an insurance pool ad 
ministered by the FHA. Then 
if you can’t meet your pay 
ments, the lender gets a bond 
for the approximate amount you 
still owe. The insurance reduc­ 
es the risk for the lender. Hence 
the more liberal terms. 


C. VA LOANS. These mort­ 
gages are made with the co­ 
operation of the Veterans Ad 
ministration. It is the best deal 
yet: if you are an eligible vet­ 
eran you can borrow up to the 
full value of the property and 
also take up to 30 years to re­ 
pay. Moreover, you don’t have 
to pay any insurance premium 
Yet risk to the lender is reduc­ 
ed. For the VA can guarantee 
each loan up to $7,500 on the 
lender’s principal in case of 
default. It also limits interest 
rates charges and fees. But to 
qualify you must be a veteran 
of World War II or Korea. So 
that will eliminate many poten­ 
tial borrowers. Also, when de­ 
mand for mortgages becomes 
very great, funds for this kind 
of financing can become very 
scarce because of the interest 
rate on VA loans.

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Some Rivers Near Flood Stage 


Sections of U.S. Hit 
By Violent Storms 


By The Acsoclated Press 
Violent rainstorms, wind and 
hail p ounded sections of the 
Midwest and Southwest today, 
causing considerable p rop erty 
damag e, inundating streets and 
swelling some rivers toward 
flood stag e. 
Severe w i n ds t or m s tore 
throug h sections of Texas, Mis­ 
souri and Illinois, but no inju­ 
ries were rep orted. 
The severe weather struck an 
area 
from western Ohio to 
northeastern Texas. 
A tornado was rep orted to 
have struck down 10 miles south 
of Lutesville in southwestern 
Missouri, but no damag e was 
rep orted. 
Strong winds rip p ed throug h 
Aviston 
in 
Southern 
Illinois, 
damag ing 
building s, 
blowing 
down tree limbs and causing 
p ower failure. 
In Waco, Tex., blinding winds 
tore throug h some areas caus 


i f r e e ! 
i 
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Custo mre. 
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ing considerable p rop erty dam 
ag e. 
Heavy rains accomp anied the 
winds in some areas, bring ing 
fears of river flooding . 
Six hig hways were closed by 
flooding in eastern Kentucky. 
Families beg an p rep arations to 
evacuate their homes as the 
Kentucky River neared flood 
stag e. The river rose 16 inches 
in one hour during the heig ht 
of a torrential storm. 
Kentuckians also kep t a wary 
eye on the Ohio River at Mays- 
ville, Ky., as the Weather Bu­ 
reau p redicted it would reach 
the 50-foot flood level early 
Tuesday.

Income Tax Primer 


Changes In Travel Deductions 


By CHARLES W. 
SCHOENEMAN

Most of the tax law changes 
in the recently passed law do 
not affect the return you must 
file by April 15, 1964. 
But one 
change 
Congress 
made may affect this year’s re­ 
turn if you did any combined 
business and pleasure traveling 
In 1963. 
The new law repeals a meas­ 
ure which limited deductions for 
many combined business-pleas- 


ure trips in 1963. Hie limitation, 
which was discussed in the NEA 
Income Tax Primer, will now 
apply only to foreign travel. 
If a business-pleasure trip tak­ 
en during 1963 was primarily 
for business, expenses are con­ 
sidered deductible. 
The law used to say that all 
combined business-pleasure 
trips during 1963 which lasted 
more than one week were only 
partly deductible if 25 per 
cent or more of the total time

on the trip was spent on per­ 
sonal pleasure. 
If an employe was reimburs­ 
ed for the trip by his employer, 
or if he did not have substan­ 
tial control over arranging the 
trip, then, this technical r u l e 
would not apply. 


NOW, CONGRESS has struck 
out the rule wherever the com­ 
bined business-pleasure trip in­ 
volves only travel “from one 
point in tile United States to 
another point in the United 
States.” 
The rule now is: A person 
who took a business-pleasure 
trip in the United States dur­ 
ing 1963 need only show that 
the primary purpose of the trip 
was business. If he can show 
this, then he can deduct all his 
own transportation, and his own 
meals and lodging on the way 
to and from his business des­ 
tination just so long as they are 
not “lavish or extravagant.” 
This change in the law could 
affect the return you have filed 
or are about to file an amended 
1963 return for the purpose of 
obtaining a refund. 
If so, consult your local Inter­ 
nal Revenue Service office.

Ohio election laws encourage 
voting by members of the arm­ 
ed services by giving them the 
simplest possible procedure for 
securing and returning their 
ballots, and an ever-increasing 
number of armed service per­ 
sonnel and their wives are tak­ 
ing advantage of this opportu­ 
nity. 
Without 
special 
simplified 
procedures servicemen would 
often not be able to cast a bal­ 
lot. Consequently, the armed 
services absent voter’s ballot 
law waives for servicemen some 
of the requirements which civ­ 
ilian voters have to meet. 
FOR EAMPLE, being away 
from home and often overseas, 
a service member often finds 
it impossible to return home to 
register. Consequently the law 
makes an exception in the reg­ 
istration statutes, and service 
members and their wives can 
vote armed service absent vot­ 
er’s ballots even though they 
are not registered. 
The application form is sim­ 
plified. 
In 
fact, 
no printed 
form is required. If the service 


member writes a letter to his 
board of elections and includes 
in that letter allicient informa­ 
tion to enable the board to know 
that he is qualified to vote an 
armed services ballot and also 
information which will enable 
the board to determine his vot­ 
ing residence, that is all the 
application that is required. Al­ 
so, members of his family may 
make the application for him 
by calling at the board office 
and filling out the proper forms. 
ARMED SERVICES absent 
voters ballots are mailed out 
earlier than other absentee bal­ 
lots. This gives enough time for 
them to reach servicemen in all 
parts of the world and be re­ 


turned and boards of election 
do receive them from every 
continent 
At the last session of the Gen­ 
eral Assembly the law was 
amended to extend the privilege 
of using these simplified proce­ 
dures to the wives of service­ 
men. The wife of a serviceman 
who accompanies him in his 
service travels can vote by es­ 
sentially the same method as 
her soldier husband. 
Ohio has been in the forefront 
in developing this kind of leg­ 
islation, and the response by 
servicemen who would other­ 
wise have been unable to par 
ticipate in elections has been 
very encouraging.

Title Playoff 
Slated Today 


All 3 Pros Finish 
72 Holes With 274 


PENSACOLA, Fla. (AP) - 
Arnold Palmer had the record 
going for him today as he teed 
off against Gary Player and 
Miller Barber in an 18-hole 
playoff for $4,000 in die Pense 
cola Open golf championship. 
Palmer, gunning for his sec­ 
ond straight Pensacola Open ti­ 
tle and third in five years, has 
won ll of his 40 championships 
on the PGA tour in playoffs. 
Player has lost every one of the

The 34-year-old Palmer sank 
a pressure • packed seven-foot 
putt on the final green Sunday 
to get into the playoff on the 
6,380 • yard, par-72 Pensacola 
Country Club course.
